Mexican producers have been con- 
cerned during the past year with a 
proposal to stabilize silver pricea by 
pooling sales and in securing govern- 
ment sanction for a “fixed price.” 
More than two-thirds of total yearly 
oujpnt is by America and Merico. 
The achicverpent of a.‘ fixed price” 
in both cotitries would carry po- 
tential possibjlitics. 

Bilver Tilfities by the princinal 
banks of Europe, exclusive of Russia, 
at the end, of the year were about 
$9,000,000 lirger than at the end of 
1920. The “pains” were by France, 
Germany, Belgium and Denmark and 
the “decreases” by Italy, Holland, 
Switzerland and Sweden 7 

Silver stagks at the ead of the year 
amounted bout 28,000,000 ouaces 
in afcee, 23,000,000 dollars and 1,000 
bars, compared with 46,200,000 
ounces in eycee, 39 000,000 dollars 
and 550 bats on May 19, the largest 
holdings of the year. 

Note circulation in India ie 17,236 
lakhs of rupoes against 16,021 at the 
end of 1920, Silver coin and bullion 
is 7,729 lakha, compared with 5,903 
lakhs in the previous year. 

We closed. 1921 at the end of 
aseven year period of excessive 
consumption and decreased produc- 
tion. Whether 1922 is to be the 
sensational year that many silver 
experts anticipate remains to be seen, 
but if the world is to return to “credit 
sanity” it must be first reflected in 
this apparently inevitable re enbance- 
men’ of silver values.

PRAYA SENSATION, 


CHINESE STEVEDORE SHOT. 


AN UNHEEDED WARNING, 


A sensational shooting aflair which 
is believed to be connected with the 
etrike occured on the Praya this morn- 
ing. At about a quarter past twelve 
Mr. Leung Yuk Tong, actingManager 
of the Jack a Tai etevedoring firm, was 
riding along iv his private rickeha to 
the offices of Messrs Butterfield and 
Swire when a Chinese, said to be a 
seaman, who was standing in the road- 
way neat Statue wharf, fired at him. 
Mr. Leung collapsed at once and was 
attended soon afterwards by Dr 

Black who chanced to be passing by. 
Dr. Black could find no trace of any 
wound at first but afterwards it was 
discovered that Mr, Leung had been 
mortally wounded in the’ back. 
The police ambulance was called! 


up and Mr. Leung waa removed 
at once to the Government Civil 
Hospital. He arrived there dead. 


The man who fired the shot ran 
away but was caught by some of the 
bystanders and handed over to the 
police. Inspector Grant came along 
soon after the shooting and im- 
mediately took charge of the situa- 
tion. . 

Mr. Leung Yuk Tong was about 40 
years of age and bad been connected 
with the Jack a Tai firm since its 
establishment.
